Editorial Staff of Western 
Gazette Resigns in Protest

The University Students' Council 
ol the University ol Wéstern On- 
tario defeated a motion asking lor 
a vole ol confidence in the Edito- 
rial Board ol the University ol. 
Western Ontario Gazette. This came 
about as a climax ol disagreements 
between the 7 Central ' Advertising 
Board and the (Editorial Staff ol The 
Gazette. - 

The USC insisted on a three week 
probation period In an attempt to 
settle the dllficultles. Editor Jane 
Tiel lelt that the paper "would and 
could not" operate efficiently under 
such "a sword of Damocles." She 
asked several 'times for a vote of 
confidence from the USC but the 
Council was not prepared to grant 
it without further investigation.

As a consequence ol this, the CAB 
complained that their advertisers 
had been let down. CAB told the 
USC that this was due to non-co 
operation on part ol The Gazette. 
Both parties asked the USC lor a 
vote ol confidence. 

USC- then decided on the proba 
tion period of three weeks until 
tho matter could be straightened 
out' The Gazette Editorial Staff 
then refused to, operate under these 
conditions and resigned as a body. 

There were claims that disunity 
existed amongst the members ol the 
Managing Board and that Jane Tiel 
was hampered by her Special Fca 
tures Editor and Managing Editor,

, of The Daily. It should here be noted that 
The Daily does not undertake to express its 
editorial opinions in its news reports on the 
front page, and that in thjs particular con- 
section The Daily was objectively reporting 
■an opinion expressed by the International 
-Affairs Commissioner, Dr. Wax, in his Inter- 
national Activities Report. 

The exact quote appeared in the first 
1 paragraph of the news report. It is also just 
to point out that the funds for the Exchange 
. could not have come from the regular NFCUS 
coffers, but from a campaign particularly for 
. the exchange. In other words, while students 
, might balk at contributing a dollar for- 
. NFCUS, they -might , willingly contribute this 
or evén more for a particular project in which 
they had a special, interest. 

National . . . 



Universities (NCCU).. It should be pointed 
out that the National Executive of that Con- 
ference refused to commit itself simply be- 
cause it was not qualified to speak ; for the 
conference 'or for any of its member Univer- 
sities on such a matter. Their refusal to say 
anything' indicates neither approval nor dis 
approval. 

No Compromise ... 

Mr. Margo along with some others, seems 
to view the decision of the NFCUS conference 
over the Exchange as a 'truly Canadian de- 
cision' or as others have put it, in 'the typiéal, 
sensible Canadian spirit of compromise'. 

The Conference decision cannot he re- 
' garded as a typically Canadian compromise as 
there was, in fact, no compromise in the. de- 
cision at all. In effect, Laval and Ottawa in- 
sisted that the National Federation adopt 
their view of the exchange, or they would 
withdraw. We. can see no compromise in a 
^complete surrender to them. ' 

The 'typically Canadian compromise' 
would have been for Laval ancTOttawa to dis- 
associate themselves publicly from the Ex- 
change and remain within the Federation. In, 
doing this they would have washed their 
hands of all moral or financial obligation to 
this particular project of the Federation. 

It is also pertinent to note that the Laval 
view of the question cannot be said to repre- 
sent the Trench-Canadian and Catholic' posi- 
tion any, more than can the University v of 
Montreal's view, which was completely op- 
posed to that of Laval. It see'ms to us to be a 
mistake to regard the question as one which i 
eplit English and French, Protestant: and

It has been unsuccessful because the spirit 
of thé student body as a whole has not béén 
behind it. In fact, only once in 25 years have 
the students of Canada articulated their in- 
terest in a specific NFCUS activity — the 
Soviet-Canadian Exchange— and the Natiohal 
Conference decided not to follow through that 
Jj interest, clearly expressed though it was. It 
is unlikely that the Federation will be able to 
create any sort of comparable interest in any 
of the presently projected activities. 
• Indeed, in a sense the Exchange had be- 
come not only an international project,. but a 
'national project touching every individual 



Finally there remains one point on whic' 
we take further exception to Mr. Margo's 
letter. There are not available official reports 
of the Norwegian and British exchanges, and 
so we cannot. basé decisions on them. Mr. 
Màrgô seems to think they were "flops, he may 
be right. But if the British Exchange was a 
flop was it not strange that the original sug- 
gestion for the Soviet-Canâdian Exchange 
came from John Thompson, Président of the' 
British National Union of Students? 

It is unfortunate that Mr. Margo is arnông 
those .who confuse the issue of. the Exchànge 
itself with -the issue of the undemocratic na- 
ture of the decision. If the majority of Can- 
adian students, had not wanted the Exchange, 
that decision would have been quite in order, 
the trouble is they did want it, and had ex- 
pressed themselves thusly.

During the past 10 days The Daily has 
, -ieen giving skillful and thorough 
to the affairs of the National Fed- 
eration of Canadian University. Students. 
But for many of the attending NFCUS dele- 
gates the seemingly objective reports were 
really editorials in disguise. 

By now it must be apparent to most 
students that the Sovict-Canddian Exchange 
was a complex issue, which cannot be justly 
• dismissed as 'the perversion of the democratic 
process,' 'the veto of a minority,' or 'the op- 

Îosition of the Quebec Government.' By Octo- 
er 16th the Exchange had become a bloated 
controversy threatening the very- future of 
NFCUS. For this The Daily must bear part 
of the blame. 

It is' true that the majority of delegates 
came mandated to vote for the exchange. 
Then in the Jight of practical considerations 
and of an unforeseen situation, a majority de- 
, cision was made which may not look convinc- 
ing on your editorial page, but which will 
stand as a 'document in the history of our 
University community.' This is the side of the 
coin to which I should like to give currency. 

The cost of the exchange was conserva- 
tively estimated at 513,000. With not a 
dollar in the coffers, The Dailv headline read: 
"Report Claims Tour Can Be Arranged In

the receipts from the 20c levy amount to appr. 
$9,000, and 'that most universities balked at 
raising this to 51.00, at the suggestion of the 
University of Montreal, it shçuld be realized 
that raising these funds was not a fait ac-' 
compi. The National Program, hammered 
out after 60 much heart searching effort,' 
seeks to harness our very limited financial 
and administrative resources to the com- 
pletion of a selected few projects.

If nothing else can be said about 
the "Canadian Theater," we may 
certainly claim that it is unusually 
exasperating. In this sense, and In 
this sense alone, the Kool Vent 
Theater, "a naUonal project to eh- 
courage drama in Canada," is very 
typical. 

Admittedly, , the organizers of 
Kool Vent do not pretend to be an 
"arty" group, and It would be fool- 
ish to judge them on that level.

But, on the other hind, they are 
dealing with the drama which is a 
serious art form, and in their first 
presentation go way. off the beam. 
How? 

Christopher Caudwéll partially 
defines art as "the fashioning of the 
affective consciousness of Its (so- 
ciety's) members, the conditioning 
of its instincts.." In other words, 
art has the function of showing us 
some 'aspect of reality in a new 
and enlightening way, that some 
how will broaden or change our ex 
perlence. If it does not do that, 
then it is mere daydreaming, fan- 
tasy, or drivel. Unfortunstely, "Din. 
ner l'or Three" approaches the lit 
ter. : ' s 

The "play, like so much of the 
stuff Montreal audiences have, been 
subjected to in the last si^months, 
is a drawing room comedy with all 
a usual devices.. Herbert Kramer, 
ter, director and star, is 
cast as tho bachelor friend of Elf! 
Koenlg and Marry Morse, a married 
couple who think they love each 
other. i 

Mr. Morse becomes jealous of the 
philosophic roue, Miss Koenlg runs 
around getting herself in more 
marital difficulties 'as she tiles to 
straighten things out, and Mr. Kra- 
mer ingeniously finds excuses to 
sing a couple of schmaltzy songs 
(oddly enough, written, composed, 
and even accompanied by the ver- 
satile Mr. Kramer). 

As' a cynical ' roue, Mr. Kramer 
looks and acts more like Papa David 
on one of the Procter and Gamble 
soap operas. His cynical realism 
may possibly have shocked my 
grandmother on one of her off days, 
but today falls' as flat as the gene 
raï environment of the play — that 
-i-old-days a* ' 
spect never 
Koenlg fits into the role -very 
nicely, but has a great deal of dif 
f iculty in establishing any. sort of 
conflict. It really isn't her fault- 
it just is completely lacking in the 
script. 

Barry Morse does his usual fine 
, ob, and seems to be the only one 
that realises the faults in the script. 
Its too bad, but he looks very un 
happy. 

The cast is well rounded out by 
Joan Blackman and Robert Goodier 
who are a maid and valet respec 
lively. Miss Koenig's poodle, Calico, 
not. only completes Uje cast but 
steals the show every minute he is 
on stage. 

The play is continuing at the Gesu

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Women Wonted at Cambridge 

Cambridge Council Suggests 
New Women's Foundation 



le McGill concentrates on 
blood and charities campaigns, 
Cambridge University, England is 
having its own unique campaign- 
to attract more women to the Uni- 
versity. 

The Cambridge Council of Sen- 
ate reported that the University 
"has so much to offer to Its under- 
graduate" members, it would be in 
the national interest if more wo- 
men could be accommodated. This 
lèd the Council to recommend a 
women's foundation.' 

•Competition among women for 
places at Oxford and Cambridge 
has been intense since the war. The 
position has been worse, however, 
it Cambridge, where there arc ten 
men students to every woman, 
compared with Oxford's six to one. 
The national proportion is under 
five to one. In Cambridge the 
number of women students is lim- 
ited by Ordinance to one-fifth of 
the number of men, which would 
permit about 1,400 at present. But 
Girton and Kewnham are restricted 
to 300 students each and Hughes 
Hall to 70. Due to difficulties in 
accommodation at these colleges 
the actual number of women stu- 
dents in Cambridge this year is 
only .609. 

The Council is anxious that an 
increase of numbers should not 
lead to a lowering of standards, but 
t believes that the standard of 
admission to women's colleges is 
high, and that in most subjects 
any unsuccessful candidates would 
chieve results comparable to those 
f women who are admitted. 



The Council states in its report 
that the members of the new 
foundation should have the advan- 
tages- enjoyed by members of a 
college with the same relationship 
between tcnior and, junior mem- 
bers. It would thus be autonomous' 
and collegiate in character, and it 
would be founded and maintained 
without financial assistance from 
the University. It might ultimately 
attain the status of a College, says 
the Council.

At best, those delegates who had all these 
facts, privately expressed the view that the 
Exchange was the best means to challenge 
our University Community into a reconsider- 
ation of our Christian and Liberal traditions, 
in the face of an alien and absolutist ideology 
which has never shown any respect for our 
position. For those of us who believed this, 
the exchange could be justified on these 
grounds alone. But that was before debate 
had begun. 

The opposition of the Universities of 
Laval, Ottawa, and St. Dunstan's was not 
the idle whim of a minority dictating to an 
eager majority. It was a statement of fact 
grounded in the basio principles and tenets 
held by our French-Canadian and Catholic 
colleagues. This stand was consistent and un- 
tempered by violence. It is true that the 
the theory and prnctice of our development 
as a nation. The majority decision is there- 
fore a truly Canadian decision. For this 
reason the 11-8 vote was not a veto. What it 



does mean is that the majority of universities 
were unwilling to cut a scaring wound into 
the body. of NFCUS. Perhaps we were wrong. 
Perhaps the abstraction of democracy to the 
bitter' end for the sake of a- three week tour 
by 12-15 Soviet students was more precious 
than our Federation! 

Even then there was no agreement on the 
details of the tour. Somo wanted more 
students, some less; others demanded a longer 
stay. My own conclusion is that for the sake 
of peace, unity, and good sense, the decision 
was correct. Thnt we could not take the 
vanguard in breaking down curtains and ten- 
sions may be disappointing, bub in such a 
complex situation, it would have been scratch- 
ing at the moon. , 

The telegram of the Ahti-Facist Commit- 
tee of Soviet Youth, sent, on the second day 
of the Conference, after eight fruitless months 
of correspondence on our part, may have had 
as its aim creation of antipathy, and confu- 
sion in the rnnks of NFCUS. We have taken 
our stand. Let us stand by it with courage, 
and let us hear no more — "NFCUS Falls 
Sick." . PETER E. MARCO

ation of our Christian arid Liberal traditions, 
in the face of an alien and absolutist ideology 
which has never shown any respect for our 
position. For thoso of us who believed this, 
the exchange could be justified on these 
grounds alone. But that was before debate 

' bad begun. 

The opposition of the Universities of 
Laval, Ottawa, and St. Dunstan's was not 
the idle whim of a minority dictating to an 

'eager .majority. It was a statement of fact 
grounded in the basio principles and teneta 
held by bur French-Canadian and Catholic 
colleagues. This stand was consistent and un- 
tempered . by ' violence. It is true that the 
the theory and practice of our development 
as a nation..- The majority decision is there- 
fore a truly Canadian decision. For this 
reason the 11-8 vole was not a veto. What it' 



does mean is that the majority of universities 
were unwilling to cut a searing wound into 
the body_of NFCUS. Perhaps we were wrong. 
•Perhaps the abstraction of democracy to the 
bitter* end for the sake of a- three week tour 
by 12-15 Spviet, students was more precious 
than our Federation 1 

Even then there was no agreement on tho 
details of the tour. Some wanted more 
students, Eome less; others demanded a longer 
stay. My own conclusion is that for the sake 
of peace, unity, and good sense, tho decision 
was correct. That wo : could not take tho 
vanguard in breaking down curtains and ten- 
sions may be disappointing, but in such a 
complex situation, it would have been scratch- 
ing at the moon. , , 

The telegram of the Anti-Facist Commit- 
tee of Soviet Youth, sent' on the second day 
of the Conférence, after eight fruitless months 
of correspondence on our part, may have had 
as its aim creation of antipathy, and confu- 
sion in tho ranks of NFCUS. We have taken 
our stand. Let us stand by. it with courage, 
and' let us hear no more — ''NFCUS -Falls 
Sick." . PETER E. MAItGO.

Splits Columbia Campus 



Columbia Spectator (Exchange)— 
The split in political sentiment on 
the Columbia campus widened 
week when spokesmen for the 
'Faculty Volunteers for Elsen- 
hower" announced the purchaseiof 
full-page advertisements in thê 
New York Times and the New 
York Herald Tribune, signed by 714 
members of tho Columbia Univer- 
sity administration, faculty and 
staff. 

The advertisements, costing 3)4,500 
and $3,500 respectively, said: "We, 
the undersigned members of the 
Columbia University faculties and 
staff as individuals bellevo that 
the United States needs ' a change 
of administration and we urge the 
election of Dwlght D. Elsenhower." 

Four pro Stevenson members of 
tho College faculty challenged the 
Elsenhower group and issued this

The statement of the Faculty 
lasUCommittee for Eisenhower claim 
Ing the backing of ,714 professors 
and staff members appears to mis- 
represent the nature of the group.
